Inn merchant alatattf. were prepared 
for the end. 

Mr. Field was unconscious (or 
three hour* liofore hi* death.

Mm. Henry Dlbhlee. Robert T. Lln- 
tata and Mm Predion (Jlbaon. 

Mr. Field* Illness developed about 
a week ngo while he and Mm. Field 
were on th< Ir way from Chicago to 
thin city. 

During Sumlay night he appeared 
to be finking rapidly and Mouday 
morning the physician* announced 
that all hope for hla recovery had 
been abandoned. 

For hout* there wan nn appre- 
ciable ilinnge and the tiny strand 
•MCt held hint wan expected to 
I. teak at any moment. Suddenly, 
however, about mld-af ternoon there 
came u remarkable change. Strength 
wliti b giudually bad slipped away 
Iroin the patient reined Kinldenly to 
ta rushing back. Me looked tip and 
•milled, asked for a drink and then 
sank mm a peaceful. reHtful iileep. 

Hi* condition continued to become 
more desperate with every moment, 
bowevrr. and by noon yesterday the 
lam ray of hope wan g»ne. At (wo 
...lock It wan announced the patient 
was Kinking steadily and at a: no 
word rame from the sick room that 
Field had only a few minutes more 
In live. Death at four o'clock with 
members of the family gathered at 
the bedside. 

Mnrshall Field wa* the Rreateat 
and niOBt successful merchant of thin 
' generation and wan one of the 
world'n richest men. hla wealth be 
In*, estimated at two hundred mil- 
lion dollar*. 

He win born In Conway, Mass.. In 
IH7.7. and educated In the public 
school there. At the age of 17 he 
became a elerk In a country store In 
Pinsft.ld. Mas*. He eanie to Chicago 
in isr.n and became a rleik In the 
wholesale dry Roods establishment 
Hh Cooley, Wadsworth * Co. Be- 
coming a partner four yearn later. 
In 1*0.1 he and bat! 7.. loiter with- 
drew from thai firm and with Potter 
Palmer formed a new organisation. 
PafcUeT withdrew In 18C7 and hel- 
ler III ISM when the Arm beranie 
known a Maishill Kleld K Co . as it 
la today The house grew rapidly 
and M is now the laricebt enterprlae 
In the ^world. havliiK nnmeroiia 
branched throughout Europe and 
Asia. It* remarkable auceeaa la at- 
tributed a I mom entirely to Field and 
his' methods He made it a rule 
never to borrow money and never 
|p«ue notes, paving caul! for every- 
thing. The great fire of 1871 wa* 
tin' only reverse ever experienced by 
Marshall Field & Co., Its losses at 
that time sgsrcgatlng over one mil- 
lion. In 1872 the wholesale depart- 
ment waa depurated from the retail 
store and the latlpr now rovers two 
city square . ami In located In build- 
ings twelve stories In helajht. 

At \he Close of the world's fair in 
U83 Field endow cl with one mil- 
lion dollar* Field's Columbian mu- 
seum for which a home valued at 
eight ra 1 i lion Is ahortly to be erect- 
ed. He gave the Cnlvomlty of Chl- 

• ign land Valued at four hundred 
and fifty thousand dollar! to ha used 
for athletic purposes and a portion 
of It W known ioda> as Marshall 
l',"UI. He was extremely charitable 
in other directions, never falling to 
contribute to a i:i'l-e In- knew to he 

worthy. 

In politic* he never Interfered, al- 
though he was always ready to ain 
with time and money any movement 
looking towards a iirt'er national or 
municipal government. He was sev- 
eral time* offered the vice-presiden- 
tial nomination of the Democratic 
ticket but rcfu-. dto accept. Mr.

In I Mi'< he and Levi Z. loiter with- 
drew from that firm and with Potter 
Palmer lormed a new organisation. 
Pnkmer withdrew In 1m.7 and Lei- 
la* In l* s l when the Arm berame 
known i Marshall Field K Co.. as It 
is today The lions.' grew rapidly 
and K la now the largest enterprise 
In the ^world. having numerous 
branches throughout Europe and 
a. Its remarkable silc-ess Is at- 
lUted almost entirely to Field and 
'methods. He made It a rule 
never to borrow money and never 
issue notes, paying cash for every- 
thing. The great fire of 1*71 was 
the only reverse ever experienced by 
Marshall Field & Co., Its losses at 
that time aggregating over one mil- 
lion. In IK72 the wholesale depart- 
ment was separated from Ihe retail 
store and the latter now covers two 
city square.! and is located in build- 
ings twelve stories in height. 

At the close of the world's fn!r In 
1KBJ Held endowed with one mil- 
lion dollar* Field's Columbian mu- 
seum for which a home valued ai 
eight million Is shortly to be erect- 
ed. He gave the Cnlverslty of Chl- 
e igo land valued at four hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars to bo used 
for athletic purposes and a portion 
of It I* known today as Marshall 
Field. He was extremely charitable 
In other directions, never falling to 
contribute to ■ cause he knew in be 
worthy. 

!n politics he never interfered, al- 
thourJi he was always ready to alo 
with time and money any movement 
looking towards a better national or 
municipal government. He was sev- 
eral times offered the vice-presiden- 
tial nomination of the Democratic 
IMWt refuse dto accept.

Mr. Byrd being n deputy clerk only 
during the sitting of Ihe board, but 
he desired to vote at tho election of 
officers of Ihe school board rocently 
and insisted on qualifying. 

The deelslon that he cannot serve; 
is not without precedent, as in I^jiiIs- 
villi* a few days ago where a school 
trustee was appointed a deputy coun- 
ty assessor it was decided that he 
could not hold hoih office*, and he 
preferred the one on the school 
lioarel and gave up the other. 

Some of the Democrats, Mr. Brd 
being one of the two Democrats 
electe-d at the recent election, claim 
ihey will try to have President 11. F. 
Williamson declared Ineligible bes- 
eatise he Is a pensfon examiner, a 
mere clerical government position. 
Ml it has been tried berore and 
railed, and as the board of educa- 
tion la the own Judge of the qualifl- 
tlon of its members, will probably 
rail now. ir attempted. 

The committee is composed of Trus 
te. s List. Morris and Miller, and It 
was appointed by Trustee P. J. lleck- 
e n iiatigh while the latter was presid- 
ing over the bourd recently. 

"No. I am not ready to turn over 
my office Just yet." said Dr. Hurry 
Williamson, president of the school 
board, today when twitted about ihe 
article In one or the papers stating 
that his eligibility to his office would 
probably be brought up before the 
board. "This matter was threshed 
over by the board last year, and the 
decision given In my favor, and was 
again brought up this year and in- 
vestigated and It was decided I was 
entitled to my seal in the board." 

Dr. Williamson hotels an appoint- 
ment Bl pension examiner from the 
government, and it was suggested 
last year that this position made him 
ineligible for his position In the 
school board. There la no salary 
attached to the positJon of pension 
examiner. The board meet* the 
tlrst Wednesday In every month and 
applicants go berore It. and ror those 
Dr. Williamson examines he gets a 
fee of $L' . as he would In any other 
medical case. If there arc no appli- 
cants, he gets nothing. 

When this matter was before the 
board last year two Democ rats, Joe 
Mattison and C. W. Morrison, voted 
with tie Id publican* to seat Dr. 
Williamson.

Recently, it Is alleged, Hr. Payne 
sued Ti its worth for $X Tor profes- 
sional services. The plaintiff won 
the case, which angered Tlttsworth. 
Last Saturday about 1 I o'clock, 
about half a mile ont of natulan;., it 
is alleged, the two nu n met mid held 
a "conference." What Is was, and 
what the result of it was, may never 
be known, as no one elso was there 
and they tell very different stories 
about It. 

Dr. Payne Is alleged to c laim that 
Tiltsworth ran up. Jumped in the 
baak of his buggy, aud at the point 
of a pistol oosnpelled him, the doctor, 
to sign a paper stating that Tilts- 
worth did not owe ihe $H for which, 
he was sued, and that the debt was 
not a Just one, and he wanted tho 
public to know the facts about It. 
He raised his hand and Tiltsworth 
struck ti 1 tn with th, pistol and broke 
a bone in his linger. Dr. Payne claims 
Tiltsworth. according to the latter, 
also comix-lied' him I" ::ive irp hi:l 
watch and Instrunu-ni case. No claim 
Is made by Dr. Payne. It Is under- 
stood, that Tittswoith made him got 
out ol the buggy, disrobe 
in the mud, ha one report stated.' " 

TItlsworth's story is entirely dif- 
ferent. He admits that he incoun- 
tereel Dr. Payne on the road, and 
climbed In the bark of the buggy, 
lie denies lliat he had a pistol or ills- 
played ono or threatened the doctor 
with one. He declares that the state- 
mc-nts the doctor sUne-il were signed 
voluntarily, and th.it the Inst ruinent. 
case and watch were voluntarily giv- 
en hitn, Tlttsworth. by Dr. Payne, 
as n guarantee that the cost of the 
suit would lie puid by Dr. Payne. 

Both agree that Ihey met and went 
up a lane some- distance from I li«* 
main road, it is said, but their 
statements cannot he reconciled as 
to what happened ifl rward. The 
case against Tlttsworth, who was ar- 
■ txited. will be- tried Friday at Uau- 
ei.na. ,

Pay ne is a son ol Dr S. T. Payne, 
formerly of Paducah. and is a broth- 
er of Mr. S. T. Payne, of La Center. 

Tlttsworth Is a prominent young 
man who stands high and could fur- 
nish a $30,900- bond If necuaWMT, it 
Is said. He was almost raised by 
Mr. F. O. Rudolph, of Hie city'.

Frankfort. Ky.. Jan. 17. — The fol- 
lowing measure relating to the evi- 
dence and damages In actions for li- 
bel was introduced In the house yes- 
terday by Representative Stewart, of 
Calloway county: 

'^Section 1. That In any civil suit 
libel charging the publication of 
an erroneous statement alleged to 
be libelous, it shall be revelant and 
c ompetent evidence for either part] 
to prove the fact that the plaintiff 
requested retraction or omitted to 
request retraction. The defendant 
may also allege and give proof that 
IBM matter alleged to have been pub- 
lished and to be libelous was pub- 
lished without BBBlhUJ. and thai t li. 
defendant within three days after 
rerelving demand in writing to DOf 
rect and to retract said statement, 
or within three days after IBM servi- 
ce of summons and complaint. If no 
such notice has been given to the de- 
fendant before the commencement of 
the action, did publish a •aflat • 
correction retraction, explanation, 
or rectification In as conspicuous and 
public manner as that In which said 
alleged libelous statement was pub- 
lished in at least two successive Is- 
sues of the same periodical publica- 
tion. I'pon proof of such facts to the 
satisfaction, of the Jury the plaintiff J 
shall not be entitled to punitive dam- 
ages, and the defendant shall be Ha- | 
hie to pay only actual damages, \n I 
upon the publication of such correc- 
tion, retraction, explanation or rec- | 
flflcatlon. the defendant may plead ' 
e In mitigation of damages."

Mr. G. W. Ingram, of the Southern 
BUullthic company, of Nashville, 
whose company has the contract for 
the work, was In the city last week 
and lold the board of works that he 
would ship his material here March 
tat. but active work would not start 
until about April 1st. 

Tnder an ordinance of the city, 
the streets cannot be torn up for Im- 
provements 6r extensions except 
from April let to November 1st of 
each year. 

The board It desirous now of hav- 
ing Fifth street Improved with bltu- 
llthlc from Norton atreet to Trimble 
It will be a good deal cheaper to 
have the work done while the other 
bltulUhlr streets are belns built, as 
the plant will be here then, which Is 
a great saving. Even If this work 
la left until next year, the board 
thinks It advisable lo let the contract 
this year for the same reason. The 
sewers ran be extended out through 
the west end this year and Broadway 
from Ninth to Fountain avenue im- 
proved next year with bltulithic. at 
the same time Fifth Is being recon- 
structed. In the opinion of the board. 

"If the city has no money to make 
these Improvements," said a member 
of 'the board today, "we can make 
arrangement* with the Southern 
BUullthic company to lake the city's 
notes payable In one. two. thn 
four and five years, bearing six per 
cent Interest, and pay them off out 
of the street appropriation each year. 

The board will probably adopt a 
new policy with references lo repair- 
ing the streets after they have been 
torn up for any purposes by con- 
tractors. Heretofore the fills have 
made In a slipshod manner, in 
Instances, and in a few weeks 
there is a depression where the work 
was done.

City Engineer U A. Washington 
lOM not 1MB to think the piunlrlpal 
boards acted wiisely In not setting 
aside an apportionment for the con- 
struction of bridges and other neces- 
sary improvements In his depart- 
ment, which he says will be ahso- 
( lutely necessary this year. 

"Looking at the matter from pure, 
ly a business standpoint.' City En- 
gineer Washington explained, "the 
city will suffer from the fart that no 
money was set aside for these Im- 
provements. Take for Instance the 
bridge work on Caldwell avenue 
near the 1. C. depot. This will have 
lo be done this year and there is no 
getting around It. The bridge is un- 
safe and will have to be replaced by 
a new one or a concrete arch In a 
very short time. There has been no 
money set aside for this or other 
Improvements of a like nature, and 
you will find that the contingent 
fund will not suffice If the city takes 
the proper amount out of It to build 
an addition lo and enlarge the city 
electric Ught plant. 

i'The improvements actually neces- 
sary this year will suffer and I be- 
lieve th ci if zens- would rather have 
MM the l>oard nMMMTI set aside 
several thousand dollars for this 
work. I am a taxpayer and want to 
see &S rate as low as possible, but 
I don't want the ciiv to suffer from 
a lack of necessities In order to re- 
cline the rate a few cents on the dol- 
lar."

Ky , 
to answer to a charge of murdering 
Scott Holeman on Christmas, has 
been held without bond. The Madl- 
sonville Hustler says of the case: 

Oalther's crime was one of the 
most cold Hooded In the history of 
the county and the sentiment against 
the negro is strong. From all the 
stories told by the witnesses Imme- 
diately following the tragedy the 
shooting of Holeman was entirely 
unprovoked, and was done in the 
most cowardly and dastardly man 
ner. Oalther. who had had some 
words with Holeman about money 
he claimed he owed him. openly as- 
serted. mi it i> said, that he would 
NWI I gun. go to his home and kill 
him. Several people to whom he 
told his plans attempted to dissuade 
him, but he brushed them aaide. se- 
cured a revolver, and, going to Hoi, 
mans home, fulfilled his threat He 
poured the lead Into his victim at 
(lOM range, resulting In almost In- 
stant death. It Is said by some of 
the witnesses that Oalther did the 
shooting while Holemans aged moth- 
er had her arms thrown about her 
son appealing to Olaither not to fire 
and even attempting to throw bet- 
self in frc nt of her son as a shield. 
Oalther has a bad reputation and 
has been In jail here before MM tm 
assaulting a boy and a time or two 
for gambling and other minor of-
